We found cheese everywhere in 
Britian. And plenty of it. It was 
available at almost every meal in 
hotels and some of it was good and 
some of it was not so good. Person- 
ally, I saw more cheese in a week in 
Britian than I had seen in British 
Columbia in two months. As I like 
cheese, I found it a pleasant substi- 
tute for thé innocuous things that 
were served as “sweets” for desserts., 
Cheese is rationed in Britain, they 
tell me, but the ration is generously 
interpreted by the grocer. 

Bacon for breakfast was a rumour 
‘which could be depended upon to get 
everyone out of bed in a. hurry! It 
was not always good bacon, but it 
was bacon and a change from the 
ever-present mushrooms and (dried 
eggs served in our London hotel. But 
the supply was another thing. Fre- 
quently the:fourth person to enter 
the breakfast room found that the 
supply of bacon was already ex- 
hausted! 

Breakfast was.really one of the 
tough meals. Porridge was available, 
but there was no sugar and the milk 
was about the blueness of an Okana- 
gan sky. There was one lump of sug- 
ar for your tea or coffee and, as T 
am not interested in sugar for my 
beverage, I found a little relief for 
my porridge by breaking my lump of 
sugar up into small pieces and scat- 
tering it over the porridge. But it 
did not go very far! Then you had a 
choice of mushrooms, or an ersatz 
sausage—with no meat in it, but 
something which tasted like saw- 
dust—or dried eggs scrambled—and 
that, is really something. I did find 
some people who said that when pro- 
perly prepared the dried eggs were 
‘not too bad, but all Britons seem to 
be in agreement that they must ‘be

Repellents such as axle grease 
and sulphonated oil have beeg’ tried 


in feed and the incteased weight of} with variable success and wrapping 


lambs and wool, as a result of clean- 
‘liness, may €asily amount to from 50 
cents to $1.50 per head. On the other 
hand, the cost of dipping will not ex- 
ceed 3 to 5 cents per head. 

There is also the consideration for 
the comfort of the fléck. Parasites 
are a source of discomfort to the ani- 
mals and a drawback to their full 
development, as shown by the flocks 
free from ticks and lice growing bet- 
ter wool and requiring less feed. At 
the same time, the number of lambs 
is larger; the ewes give more milk, 
and the lambs grow more rapidly. 

In view of the continued war de- 
mand for wool, fall dipping helps in 
the war effort. September and Octob- 
er are the two best months for. all 
dipping. If the weather becomes cold, 
the flock should be housed for a 
night or two until the fleece dries. 

Dips are classified according to 
the nature of the poison they con- 
tain, as carbolic, arsenic, and tobac- 
co. Most standard dips will prove ef- 
fective provided the. directions are 
carefully followed. Dips .are sold in 
two forms-—powder and liquid. The 
powder form requires a little longer 
to prepare and slightly more caution 
andj exactitude in the preparation of 
the bath, but it has the advantage 
claimed by the manufacturers that 
the sediment remains in the fleece 
long enough to kill eggs when they 


| natch. The liquid form hag the advan- 


tage of being easier to prepare and 
is effective, but to insure complete 
eradication of the pests, a second 
dipping in two or three weeks is re- 
commended. 

All dips are poisonous and should 
be kept away from live stock When 
they are being. prepared. Further in- 
formation will be found in Bulletin 
No. 614 “Sheep Dipping”.

When 
rabbits are numerous fencing is the 
surest protection. 

In these times of wire and lumber 
rationing the thought of fencing may 
seem like haying at the moon, but in- 
dividual trees and bushes may be pro- 
tected with collapsible bottomless 
boxes 5 or ¢ feet’ deep tacked lightly 
together so that In spring the four 
sides may be pried apart and stack- 
ed compactly, Apertures at the 
ground must be blocked with earth. 

For permanent fencing on cofsider 
able areas, heavy-gauge 2 x 60 hex- 
agonal poultry netting Is advised. It 
may be supported by 7-foot posts set 
12 feet apart, with two. strands of 
barbed wire and with a bottom board 
mounded with earth. Where snow 
drifts are not too troublesome board 
panels may be used and one farmer 
made a good fence of upright slats 
placed 1 inch apart,

' Light fall cultivation will cause 
quantities of these wéed seeds to 
germinate, The cold winter will kill 
many of the young 
plants, and next spring additional 
quantities can be killed by a simple 
stroke of the cultivator or disc be- 
fore sowing. 

‘This essential and valuable light 
fail cultivation should be done as 
quickly as possible after harvest. 

For the control of perennial weeds, 
deeper tillage or ploughing will re+ 
duce the vigour of these plants and 
so will help to control them. 

Mr. G. BE. DeLong, Cerealist and 
Plant Breeder of the Dominion BEix- 
perimental Station, Lacombe, has 
made many experiments with weed 
control methods; he strongly recom- 
mends and unges such light fall. cul- 
tivation for control of annual weeds, 
and fall ploughing wherever peren- 
nials abound in the fields. 


Competent investigators estimate | 


that the yield of prairie crops is re- 
duced about 20% by weeds. Any ef: 
forts, therefore, that farmers can 
make to reduce weed growth would 
certainly be a profitable expenditure 
of energy on their part.
